AN ACT to repeal chapter 108 of the general laws of 1888, enti-
tled "an act to regulate the reception of patients into the Wis-
consin state hospital for the insane." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Chapter 105 of the general laws of Repealed. 
1866 is hereby repealed. " 

SECTION 2. This act' shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.
